That's funny-- I thought the coin was the thing that counted, not the 
packaging. For hundreds of fellow aficionados of early American copper and 
silver, at least, I know that the coin itself is the thing. More solid research 
in these areas is now published in any given year, than appeared over genera- 
tions in the past. Yet we find ourselves on the defensive, having been placed 
on the brink of extinction (metaphorically), for failing to accept the promoters' 
vision of Coin Marketing Future. Curious... 

Miranda: 0, wonder! 

How many goodly creatures are there here! 

How beauteous mankind is! 0 brave new world. 

That has such people in't. 

Prospero: 'Tis new to thee. 

( The Tempest , V, i, 181-4) 

The problem is, the Brave New Coin Market doesn't look all that new to us. 
We've seen too many vaunted solutions to the problems of grading/pricing/reselling 
fall flat on their faces over the years. Why should this one be any different? 

The packaging is changed, sure; but human nature hasn't. The motives of buyer and 
seller remain, inevitably, opposed; one wishes to buy as cheaply as possible, the 
other to sell as dearly as possible. Honest players grant certain reasonable 
margins in this game; dishonest ones cheat at the edge, selling "low end" coins 
for "high end" prices, and vice-versa. (Though that's Slabspeak, the concept is 
as ancient as trade itself.) Still, we can accept this, in a matter-of-fact 
way, and still enjoy oursel ves--because we collect coins, not grading opinions 
etched in plastic. 

Yet, for this our healthy scepticism, one editorialist recently labelled us 
as "pathologically antagonistic." Well, our outlook is pathological only if it 
reflects a state of "dis-ease," and we're quite comfortable collecting as we do, 
thank you. As to being antagonistic, we simply discount the current visions that 
the 'Year ofGubilo' has arrived, for the reasons stated above. That same individ- 
ual went on to accuse us of dwelling in the world of the 1 940 's... Come off it! 

We in the copper fraternity, particularly, have been updating information for more 
than 40 years now--even when that means seeing coins called AU-55 in Early American 
Cents listed at a more realistic 40-45 today. New coins continue to turn up, and 
new research continues to be published. Nobody's trying to turn back the clock. 

The bridge leads into the future, as well as back; collectors rescued certain 
pieces from oblivion generations before we were born, and other collectors will 
treasure those same coins generations after we're gone. 

I've bought coins in all manner of holders over the years--paper, plastic, 
and cardboard, commercial and handmade. I've bought a thousand British pence in 
a burlap sack, and a mess of foreign copper in a 'jiffy-lock' sandwich bag. And if 
I liked the coin at the quoted price. I'd buy a coin in a slab. But the packaging 
would in no way change the critical scrutiny I'd bring to bear on the piece. Seri- 
ous numismatists are, in a manner of speaking, trained sceptics--Is it real? Is 
it original? Any unusual die characteristics? Does it really make XF?--But for 
insisting on the collector's primary right to ask those questions, we only clog up 
the futuristic marketing process— and thus, the pejorative "dinosaurs!" 

In one way only does the metaphor ring true. . .Remember : when the curtain fell 
on the first dinosaurs, the largest single class of vertebrates to arise in the 
aftermath were the fi sh.

NEW JERSEY COPPERS: THE MARIS 41-c 

John Griff ee 

Let's talk New Jersey Coppers. When I say New Jersey Coppers I am includ- 
ing Mark Newby's coppers: the St. Patrick "farthing" and "half-penny." All 

were collected, studied, and identified by Dr. Maris. 

I bought my first New Jersey copper at a coin auction in Pennsylvania in 
May, 1981, and through February, 1986, I had acquired 45 coins. However, it 
wasn't until after I retired in June, 1987, that I had the time to devote to 
serious study, research, and acquisition of coins from dealers and auctions. 

I have come to the conclusion that all of the New Jersey coppers are very rare! 
I firmly believe that even the R1 (common) varieties are quite rare; someone 
should be doing an up-to-date study to revise the "R" ratings on all the Maris 
numbers. Equipment needed for such an extensive study is not available to me. 
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What I can do, and am working on right now, is research and study on rarity 
ratings and condition census on a select group of high rarity varieties. I also 
want to encourage my fellow N.J. copper collectors to help me with my work to 
make it more complete. The results will be published and everyone will be re- 
warded by knowing more about the number of coins available, their condition, and 
where located. 

This article's focus is Maris variety 41-c. Recent auction catalogs call 
this coin an R7 but the limited research I have done indicates it should be an 
R5. 


Listed below are all the M41c's shown in the catalogs in my library. A "P" 
means the coin is plated. If the buyer is known, the information is listed.

The preliminary auction and collector research I have done indicates that 
41c is not an R7 (3-12 pcs.). The rarity factor has, in fact, fallen through 
the R6 (13-30 pcs.) level right into the R5 (31-75 pcs.) slot without addition- 
al collector input. 

A careful examination of the above list shows that there isn't much room 
for duplication but plenty of space for your advice. If you have any 41c 's I 
would appreciate your giving me all relevant information (grade, auction lot or 
dealer details) concerning the coins. Additional coins will probably not change 
the rarity factor, but a few better than average coins could make a significant 
change in the condition census. Would you please give me your help and advice 
for this and future projects? Write me at 946 General Whiting Blvd., Kure Beach, 
N.C. 28449. 

I pledge that any collector of N.J. state copper coins who sends me a list 
of their holdings by Maris numbers and grade will receive, by return mail, if 
requested, a copy of my inventory including my St. Patricks by Vlack and Breen 
numbers. Please advise if I can list your name or town on a condition census 
1 ist--otherwise only your state will be listed. If you will write and tell me 
you are a collector of N.J. copper coins, I can contact you for help on specific 
coins . 


My next project will be M57n for the November P-W , followed by M47e, M40b, 
MllH, M15U, M18N, and M34v.

EXAMINING THE RARITY RATINGS, PART 9 (1840-1845) 

Tom Reynolds 


Until a few years ago, not many people collected Late Dates (1840-1857) 
other than by date and major varieties, since the pieces were very difficult 
to attribute unless the coin was AU50 or better. The Newcomb book would leave 
you babbling if you tried to attribute an 1851 in F12!! 

In the late 1960s, Jules Reiver developed a system for attributing Late 
Dates, but it wasn't until the early 1980s that many collectors used the system. 
Then in 1986, Bob Grellman and Jules jointly published a wonderful two volume 

set that made attributing Late Dates easy and we were off to the races. A 

revised edition was released in 1987. 
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Over the years. Early Date and Middle Date large cents have disappeared 
from coin shops and coin shows. In the late 1970s and early 1980s, Late Dates 
were common in XF40 or better and available in huge quantities in grades of 
cull to F12. Now it is a major find to pick up a piece from the 1840s in XF40! 

How rare are the Late Date varieties? Over the next several issues of 
Penny-Wise , I will attempt to answer that question. Keep in mind that many of 
the pieces included in this study were acquired and attributed between 1965 and 
1980 and subsequently sold before the Reiver-Grel Iman book was released. Many 
were probably misattributed. I have also been fortunate to have the duplicates 
from a major Late Date collector on consignment. Those pieces have not been 
included in my totals. 

I have shown figures for varieties that have been delisted as early or 
late die states of other varieties, as many collectors want an example of all 
the Newcomb varieties. Note that the Top Three Owned are, on the average, 
much higher grades than the Early and Middle Dates shown in Parts 1-8.

1840--The only scarce variety is N9 and it should be R3, N3, N4 and N8 should be 
R2. N6 should be Rl. 


1841- -A very difficult year to acquire in XF40 or better. Don't be fooled by my 
Top Three Owned, as the grades drop off rapidly after the top three. N2 and N4 
should be R2. 

1842- -N4 should be Rl. N5 should be R3 and note the low grades. N7 should be 

R3. N9 should be R2. NIO was once considered to be very rare until it was deter- 
mined to be a late die state of N6. 

1843- .-N3, N8, NIO, N15 and N16 should be R2. N6 should be Rl. For some reason, 
(N17) is extremely scarce. N4, 13 is very scarce in AU50 or better. N5 and N6 
are also tough in high grades. 

1844- -Another very difficult year to acquire in XF40 or better. N2 should be Rl 
and is tough in VF20 or better. N4 should be R3. 

1845 - N1 and N3 should be R4. N6 should be Rl. N9 should be R3. Nil should be 
R4+. Note low grades for Nl, N7 and N13.

Let's see. On the eve of ANA '89, I was less than enthused about the week 
ahead— slabs and all, y' know. I was also on my own with regard to intimate 
emotional entanglements. Now it's 1990: slabs are ever more ubiquitous, and 
I'm eight weeks happily married. Perspective is a wonderful thing. 

Sunday, August 19: Donna's been in Florida with her folks the last two 
days, so I've prepped and packed at leisure. She offered to join me, but my 
prediction of terminal boredom convinced her to head south instead. . .speaking 
of heading south, anyone seen the coin market lately? Great time not to be a 
dealer. . .with the market where it is, Seattle where rt is, and (so I'm told) 
a lot of people staying where they are--home--this could be a very lazy week. 
Probably just as well: Sandy Goldman's not coming this year (see what I mean?), 
so I'm all Kenny's got to hold down the fort while he does his thing. This 
1152-page Stephen King novel should see me through... 

Monday, August 20: Up at 5:30 for a six-hour flight. Thank God for fre- 
quent flyer miles... Bob Rose, Don Brigandi, and a few other familiar faces on 
the plane. . .nobody 's all a-quiver with anticipation. . .plane lands 25 minutes 
early, taxi to town, free upgrade at the Sheraton.

This one's worth watching. . .back to the room and out for a run 
along Seattle's waterfront. . .lovely day... link up with Kenny for a fine dinner 
down by the water. . .don't really feel gregarious, so I'll read some more novel 
(less than 800 pages to go!) and call it a night. PNG day tomorrow: Probably 
Get Nothing. But hope springs eternal... 

Tuesday, August 21: Up early, but I think it's more jet lag than joyful 
anticipation. . .8 AM lineup looks the same as always. . .here we go... there are 
a lot of coins for sale here... first purchase: VF 1820 N-12 for $38.

That should tell you some- 
thing. . .here's a nice AU 1814, begging to be liberated from its plastic prison. 

I'll obi ige. . .Enoch Blackwell takes my G-VG S-6... manage to find a few boxes 
of unattributed large cents, but 'tain't nothin' there. . .Oul i an Leidman's 
Starred Reverse from Auction '90 is tempting, but there seems to be a $2500 
gap that neither of us will leap... both Del and Tom Reynolds plunder the Great 
Shal before I get there. . .mini -panic at the table: Kenny's lost the key to his 
showcase! After 15 minutes of scrambling, he finds it in the garbage can, tossed 
out with the remains of his hamburger. According to Freud, "There are no acci- 
dents." Hmmm...a new VG 1830 N9 leapfrogs from Beymer to Reynoldowitz to Larry 
Briggs. . .Chris V-M splurges on a beautiful S-209 obverse brockage. . .Bill Noyes 
swings by at 3:30 and utters the sage observation of the day: "It's not like 
the old days." No kidding, fell a... Del is long gone. . .haven't seen a slabbed 
S-264 yet, but the week is young... 5: 00 finally comes. Time to move tables 
and take a break... Tom and I go out for seafood. . .call Donna and get refreshed... 
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and it's 8 PM. Back to the room for "setup," which really means the first 
hour and a half of ANA hunting. . .call it quits at 9:20, having bought exactly 
nothing. . .picking up bits of conversations here and there, I've never heard such 
pessimism the day before ANA. There could be trouble in Emerald City, folks. 

Wednesday, August 22: Same early rising, solo breakfast routine. . .check 
in at the office. . .it's still there. . .having nothing better to do, I amble over 
to the bourse hall at 7:25 and--believe it or not--I'm the first one there. 

Ten years ago (remember 1980?), there 'd be thirty dealers chomping at the bit 
by now.

The "hobby" 
has become big business, the stakes are too high for most of us, and the collector 
has been relegated to the back end of the bus. The pulse of numismatics is char- 
ted on a bid sheet, and its soul is entombed in plastic. Last year, Kenny called 
me a dinosaur. He's right. We copper people can close ranks and live in our 
own little world for a while--maybe even a long while--but when we finally open 
the curtains, we may well find there's nobody else out there any more. If this 
all sounds more than a little depressing, it captures my mood perfectly. It 
has not been a good day. 

The rest of it passes quietly. 4 PM judges' meeting, first pass at the 
exhibits (14 in Class One this year, the largest class by far), auction at 7:30 
(yawn), work out, back to the auction room for some free dinner, restock Kenny's 
Hershey bars, plow through some more novel (page 617), and to bed. 

Thursday, August 23: Up at 6:15, shave and shower, realize I've misread 
the clock and it's 5:30. Sigh... the bourse opens at 8 AM to exhibit judges only 
...no blockbuster this year, but some lovely exhibits of commoner coins... 9 AM 
bel 1 .. .actual ly manage to buy a VG S-86 and a VF S-91...10 AM. In comes public, 
away goes Kenny... CVM wanders by and takes the '96's away .. .remember Stu Levine's 
"maybe it's proof"? It wasn't... the Starred Reverse goes to Dave Bowers at 
Oulie's asking price. Oh well... 

Sorry, troops. My heart's not in it. Nothing lasts forever, and I'm 
afraid the cover's about to close on DL's Diary. Maybe we'll try once more 
at next year's ANA Centennial. Maybe not. Either way, we've had a good run. 

It's just not fun any more.

Thursday: presentation of Large Cents 101 in the Numismatic Theater 
(68 people) .. .leave show early to go running. . .dinner with TR and CVM, including 
sinful behavior at the dessert bar...NLG bash. 

Friday: EAC meeting. . .add a lovely Wreath cent to the collection. . .Shal 's 
XF S-1 and Oerry Bobbe's 1848 Small Date (//8) find new homes... Del Bland falls 
asleep at Tom's table... Ira j Sayah's dinner and symposium run into the wee 
hours (without me). 

Saturday, August 25: I've just ordered breakfast, solo as usual. In walk 
Eric Newman, Hank Spangenberger , Ken Bressett, Ron Guth, Grover Criswell, and 

Bill Fivaz. After a brief conference, they invite me to come over, which I do. 

Shortly thereafter, Neil Shafer and Walter Breen join the group for a leisurely 
hour of breakfast and conversation. I'm told this is the annual meeting of the 

Rittenhouse Society. The Society, formed in 1960, is a group of about 20 num- 

ismatists. Its only purpose is the furthering of numismatic fellowship and 
scholarship. Membership is by invitation only. Given how the week has been going, 
this breakfast is a most welcome return to what I came here for. 

Back to the show for a few quiet hours; pack up to leave. Eric Newman 
comes up to the table, and invites me to join the Rittenhouse Society. I feel 
flattered and honored. To hell with slabs! I depart Seattle as I came, smiling. 

Make no mistake, my disillusionment with the coin industry has not been 
wiped away. Rather, this week has helped me gain perspective on coins in 
general, and the pleasure I derive from them. There is a difference between the 
art and science of numismatics , and the aggregation of third-party grading, 
computerized trading networks, and investment vehicles that comprises the coin 
business of the 1990's. The gap between these two continues to grow. I may 
have to interact with the coin business if I want to buy or sell a coin, but I 
need not look to that process, or to the coin business itself, as my primary 
source of satisfaction with coins. As a collector of early copper, my pleasure 
comes from research, handling and studying my coins, and the fellowship of other 
collectors. 

There is the coin business, and there is numismatics. They may well grow 
farther and farther apart. I'll deal with the one when I choose to, and con- 
tinue to enjoy the other. See you in Chicago!

A PERSONAL REVIEW OF THE SEATTLE 1990 ANA 
Alan V. Weinberg 

I did not have high expectations for the Seattle convention, either PNG day 
or the ANA itself. A number of circumstances contributed to this: the isolated 
area. . .extremely high flight fares and hotel rates (I spoke with attendees who 
paid upwards of $700 for their flights, and one hotel quoted an abominable $150 
"convention rate," not counting the substantial additional room tax)... a lot of 
collectors and dealers planned not to attend due to overall expenses plus the 
state of the market. 

But I had a ball! Within fifteen minutes of entering the bourse on PNG day, 

I had acquired two early American coppers that are the things of which dreams are 
made. 

Tony Terranova had a slabbed "AU-50" 1793 S-4 Periods Chain Cent. . .perfect 
and problem-free, a solid EF-45, with grading substantiated by Denis Loring, 

Doug Bird, and Del Bland after its removal from the slab...;^ coin I'd searched 
for for 25 years. Tony had owned the coin all of twenty minutes when I stopped 
by his table. The price was fair; it took me only a minute to make up my mind. 
I'm told, though I don't remember it, that I did cartwheels down the aisle. 

The other early copper I acquired is an early American political piece-- 
so rare, so historical, that I've been forbidden by the seller to reveal its 
nature, as there were other parties very interested in it when the seller acquired 
it, years ago. Suffice it to say that the thrill of its purchase surpassed that 
of the S-4 Chain. 

Another curiosity turned up at the convention: I'm told that Jim Skalbe 

of Boston was holding an 1818 large cent counterfeit, worn but "sexy." It was 
apparently made at a time contemporary with the date it bore. ( Editor's note : 

This interesting piece was passed around the EAC meeting on Friday morning. The 
most striking thing about it was the fact that the reverse legend began at an 
entirely different point relative to the wreath than on an^ regular-issue large 
cent. But to the casual glance of the shopkeeper of that era, it most certainly 
would have "passed.") Hopefully this coin will be photographed either for P-W , 
or as an addendum to the middle date book. 

That evening, Del Bland and his charming wife Nancy, and Jack and Sondra 
Beymer co-hosted an EAC buffet and social get-together at the Blands' Mill 
Creek home ^'The House That 1794s Built"). It was both a stimulating and relax- 
ing evening. Walter Breen, Tony Terranova, Steve Fischer, Bob Shalowitz, Myron 
Xenos, Jack Robinson, Jim McGuigan, Tom Reynolds, and perhaps twenty others 
attended. Featured foods were roast beef, lasagna, meat loaf, potato salad, 
cheeses, and black walnut ice cream--all homemade. It was evident that the 
Blands and Beymers, including Jack's son and daughter Freeman and Laurel, put a 
lot of care into it. And the atmosphere! --one of camaraderie, with exchange 
of ideas and opinions, old "war stories," and a tour of Del's magnificent work- 
ing library. It was there that we discovered the pedigree of my S-4. 

In 1869, in the Mortimer Livingston Mackenzie collection sale, which 
just happens to be the first plated American coin auction catalogue, I located 
my Chain Cent. Imagine the thrill of using a magnifying glass to examine the 
photographic plate of a coin first sold at public auction I2I years ago!--a coin 
which that very day I'd held in my hand. 

As we sat around the living room talking, eyelids grew increasingly heavy 
due to the long day... Bob Shalowitz grew emotionally attached to Del's chair; 
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it was too comfortable to get out of... all of us were very mellow. It was an 
immensely enjoyable evening. This is what collecting is all about. 

Apropos of which, before I close, I should mention a trend--an uplifting 
one. More and more early coppers are being cracked out of their slabs. Aside 
from the fact that the preponderance of slabbed coppers are overgraded by any- 
where from 5 to 15 points, the slabbing hides rim nicks and dents, as well as 
edge legends. It also eliminates the pleasure of lovingly handling an early 
copper between your fingertips. Plastic is cold and impersonal in comparison. 
And thus it was that I removed my S-4 from its slab. Andy Lustig broke out his 
Halpern S-2. Dave Bowers removed his ex-"Tad" 1793 AMERI, purchased at the ANA 
from Bob Shalowitz. A light at the end of the tunnel? 


The meeting was called to order at 9:05 AM by Denis Loring. 

Richard Conway, ANA Director of Development, welcomed the group on behalf 
of the ANA. The usual round of introductions followed. 

It was announced that the Sanford Durst reprint of Penny Whimsy is now 
available. 

Larry Goldberg of Superior Stamp and Coin announced that Dennis Mendelson's 
collection of middle date cents will be auctioned in California on February 3, 
1991. Del Bland will do the cataloguing. 

Jim Skalbe displayed and discussed his discovery of a fourteen-star 1818 
large cent, struck from dies but not of mint origin. It may possibly be the 
coin offered in the 1886 Maris Sale. 

Denis Loring discussed Sheldon's manuscript for Early American Cents . The 
book was intended to have a Part III, covering cents from 1816-1857, but that 
part was deleted because of size and price considerations. 

Incontrovertible evidence was presented that red copper coins do deteriorate 
in slabs. Caveat emptor . 

Harry Salyards was publicly acknowledged and thanked for his work as Editor- 
in-Chief of Penny-Wise . 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:45 AM.

Authors, Cataloguers, Collectors and Dealers Who Have Contributed 
to the Study and Collection of United States Large Cents 

Pete Smith 

In 1979 I attended my first national EAC Convention. One of the 
highlights was a 1794 cent whist match with Del Bland, Myles Gerson, 
and Denis Loring. Observing were 1794 cent collectors John Adams, 
George Ewing, Tom Morley and an appreciative crowd. As choice pieces 
were placed on the table, the conversation was spiced with comments 
about pedigrees. As a new collector, most of these names went over my 
head. I may have known ^of Hays and Sheldon but knew little of Ballard, 
Beckwith, Bitler, Blaisdell, Book, or Brand. These names seemed to 
represent "common knowledge" among EAC members. 

In the years since 1979 I have learned much about the people 
involved with our hobby. Now I find I am forgetting things. There are 
times when I would be willing to forget everything I remembered if only 
I could remember everything I had forgotten. The solution is to write 
down what I want to remember. Then I only have to remember where I 
wrote it down. 

For the new collectors who do not yet have "common knowledge" and 
for the older collectors who may be forgetful, I present here my notes 
on people I feel have been important to the hobby of collecting large 
cents. Where the information is available I have tried to list date 
and place of birth, education, military service, profession, family, 
publications, collection highlights and date of death. I intend to 
include the entire alphabet as space permits in later issues of P-W. 

I have not listed personal information (birth, education, family, 
profession) for living people unless these facts had been previously 
published. I can’t use the EAC mailing list to contact current members 
and I don’t believe it is appropriate to print such information without 
permission. I hope that these collectors will send me both the 
necessary information and permission to print it. 

It is not my intention to list every collector. To be considered 
for inclusion the collector should have made a contribution. Such 
contributions might include publications or holding a club office. I 
will listen to suggestions for including additional names. 

I consider this a working document. The list is limited to the 
information I have available. There is similar information I would 
include if I knew it. I am sure that among the hundreds of names and 
thousands of facts will be spelling errors and errors of fact. I am 
encouraging anyone to send additions, corrections or suggestions. 

Presenting this list in serialized form makes it available for use 
by all P-W readers. If there is enough interest, I may reprint this 
later in a booklet. Then it will all be available in one place. The 
reprint could also include additions and corrections sent to me after 
the list is offered in P-W.

Adams, John Weston (JWA) Born April 2, 1936, in Boston, grew up in Paoli, 
Pennsylvania. Princeton AB 1955; Harvard MBA 1960. Chairman of Adams, 
Harkness & Hill investment bankers in Boston. Trustee, Massachusetts 
Historical Society; Fellow, American Antiquarian Society. A serious 
student of numismatics who collected as much for the history of ownership 
as for the historic value of the coins. 

Author of articles published in Penny-Wise including many relating to 
important people in numismatics. Editor of Monographs on Varieties of 
United States Large Cents 1793-1794 published in 1976. Author of United 
States Numismatic Literature Volume I Nineteenth Century Auction 
Catalogs, 1982 (photo). Five hundred copies were printed. Volume II was 
published in 1990. Speaker at 1984 American Numismatic Society Coinage 
of the Americas Conference (ANS COAC) and author of article on Benjamin 
H. Collins. The Adams collection of 1794 cents was sold in 1982 via 
fixed price list. The Celebrated John W. Adams Collection by Bowers and 
Ruddy (photo). A limited number (256) of catalogs were produced by 
subscription in hardbound format. Portions of the Adams library 
featuring correspondence, manuscripts and literature relating to large 
cents were sold at auction by George Frederick Kolbe June 1, 1990 
(photo). Duplicate literature was in other sales including Money Tree 
March 13, 1989, February 26, 1990, and July 30, 1990. 

In his books on literature, Adams rated sales for 25 categories of 
content. An "A" represented a collection of the highest quality. 
Throughout this list sales rated "A" for large cents are indicated for 
the collector or dealer or both. 

Allen, Chesley J. Dealer from Plainfield, New Jersey. Issued an undated 
(about 1931) fixed price list offering 70 Connecticut cents, 75 New 
Jersey cents, 106 attributed half cents and 1177 large cents attributed 
by Hays, Gilbert, Doughty and Andrews. These included five examples of 
1813 D-233, a variety "de-listed" in 1934. 

Andrews, Frank DeWette Deceased. Resident of Vineland, New Jersey. Author 
of An Arrangement of United States Copper Cents, 1816-1857 published with 
42 pages in 1881 and 1883. Later reprints were issued about 1924 by Mehl 
and also by the Guttag Brothers. Issue price was 50 cents per copy. 
Twenty-five copies were printed on thick paper with blank leaves 
inserted. In 1910 he built a museum for his various collections in 
Vineland, New Jersey. 

Ashby, John S. (JSA) Born April 12, 1924, in Chicago; Died July 9, 1984. 

Graduate of Dartmouth. Served during WW II as Pharmacists Mate in Marine 
Corps. Recalled to active duty for Korean conflict. Married with two 
daughters and grandchildren. Dealer who issued fixed price lists from 
1970 's to 1983. Did business under the name ABC for Ashby’s Best 
Coppers. An active promoter of EAC club membership and club activities. 
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Collected large cent errors and wrote a series of articles on these 
errors for Penny-Wise. 

Barkelew, Charles S. Incorrectly listed as Edward S. Barkelew in sale 
catalog. Consignment included in Kagin’s sale of February 1, 1986. 

Bashlow, Robert Socrates Deceased. Dealer in New York City. Discovered 
1794 NC-7 in 1961. Produced copies of the Continental Currency about 
1962, cast copies of a Nova Constellatio Quint and the "Bashlow 
restrikes" of Confederate cents. 

Beckwith, Henry W. , Dr. Died at age 100. Resident of New Haven, 

Connecticut. Called "the first perfectionist" by Breen. Collection sold 
at auction by S. H. Chapman April 27, 1923. Contained 124 large cents 
with 84 plated. Adams "A." Most coins were red Uncirculated or Proof. 

Dr. Beckwith was age 70 when the collection was sold. He lived another 
30 years and occasionally regretted that he sold out too early. One 
hundred fifty copies of the catalog were reprinted in August, 1975, by 
B & B Coin Company. 

Berube, Henry J. Dealer with New England Coin Company. Handled C. Douglas 
Smith collection of cents of 1794 about 1965. 

Beymer, Jack H. A contemporary dealer. Formerly fruit inspector for U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. Discovered unique 1795 NC-3 April 6, 1980. 

He passed it around at the 1980 ANA meeting with this caution, "Please 
don’t take it. It’s the only one I have." 

Big Four of the Big Cents Description applied to Clapp, Hines, Newcomb and 
Wurtzbach. This term first used by Macallister. 

Bird, Doug A contemporary dealer with a special interest in large cents. 

Bispham, Samuel A. Deceased. Resident of Philadelphia. Name given to sale 
conducted by Chapman brothers February 11-12, 1880. Adams "B." Extent 
of Bispham consignment unknown. Sale represents first appearance and 
discovery coin for Starred Reverse Cent; Chapman 30, Hays 8, Sheldon 48. 

Bitler, Worthington Smith, Admiral Born April 29, 1900; died April 4, 1987. 
Began collecting large cents in the 1940 ’s, buying some Sheraton 
duplicates in bulk. Also collected sea shells. Sold collection of 281 
numbered varieties and 10 NC’s to Kosoff in 1960’s. Offered by Kosoff as 
a group of 410 pieces for $18,000 in 1970. Some coins sold privately 
prior to auction. Collection sold at auction by A-Mark March 17, 1973. 
Included 253 lots of early date cents. The plate section showed 100 
coins with six more included with text. Cataloging was by Jack Collins 
with photography by Collins and Alan Meghrig. 

Blaisdell, Willard C. (WCB) Graduate of MIT. Professional engineer. 

Started collecting in 1933 with purchase from F. C. Boyd. Collection 
sold privately since 1975. Discovered 1794 NC-8 in 1965. 

Bland, Del A contemporary collector, dealer and cataloguer. Assembled 
significant collection of 1794 cents sold privately. Acted as 
intermediary in sale of many important cents. Partner with Loring and 
Robinson in a private grading committee. In 1988 received the annual EAC 
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award for his contributions. 

Bluestone, Barney Dealer from Syracuse, New York. Sold many important 

cents through his auctions and fixed price lists. Source of many cents 
was Dr. French and J. P. Young. 

Bobbe, Jerry A contemporary collector and dealer. At one time collected 

choice uncirculated cents. Later specialist in provincial tokens (Conder 
Tokens) of Great Britain. Acted as intermediary in sale of many 
important cents. 

Bolender, Milfred Henry Born 1894. Started collecting in 1906 when his 

grandfather gave him seventy old coins. Dealer in Orangeville, Illinois, 
and later San Marino, California. Conducted nearly 200 auction sales. 

Bolt, Conway A., Dr. Collection of mint errors was included in the 1975 EAC 
sale conducted by Pine Tree. 

Bonard, Alfred Intermediary in sale of cents from C. Douglas Smith, Bonard, 
Berube, Van Cleave circa 1965. 

Book, Robert C. Died prior to 1930. Collection sold intact to George H. 
Clapp May 1930. 

Borcherdt, Fred A contemporary collector. Discovered new variety of 1848. 

Borckardt, Mark Son of Jack Borckardt who did business as Fort Findlay 

Coins and later Fort Findlay Enterprises. Mark worked with his father 
for the Collector’s Cabinet with a special interest in early copper. 

They issued FPL until August 1988. In 1988 their store and reference 
library were destroyed by a fire that started in an adjacent laundromat. 
Mark later became senior numismatist for Bowers and Merena. 

Borcky, John K. Died several years prior to sale of collection. Resident 
of Philadelphia. Collection consigned to Henry Chapman who was then in 
failing health and unable to complete a catalog. Collection later sold 
at auction by Thomas Elder June 19-21, 1935. Contained 1100 large cents 
noted for die states. Included 196 1794’s and 96 1796’s. 

Bowers, Q. David Contemporary dealer, cataloguer and author. Graduate of 
Pennsylvania State University. Former president of PNG 1977-1979. 

Former ANA President 1983-1985. Author of United States Copper Coins An 
Action Guide for the Collector and Investor in 1984. Collector of 
counterstamped coins including large cents. 

Bowers and Ruddy (1972-1983); Bowers and Merena (1983-present) 

Publishers of The History of United States Coinage as Illustrated by the 
Garrett Collection in 1979; Virgil Brand: The Man and His Era in 1983, 
Abe Kosoff: Dean of Numismatics in 1985, and The Norweb Collection An 
American Legacy in 1987. These books not only discuss the collections 
sold, they are excellent references for the dealers and sales that 
occurred during the era covered. 

These firms conducted major sales of copper collections including 
Fairfield (Wright and Collins) 11/16/77, Garrett 11/28/79, and Norweb 
11/14-15/88. They also have offered many choice cents in their fixed 
price list, Rare Coin Review.

Rum Dum Dum Dum Rum DumaDumaDum. 

Rum Dum Dum Dum Rum DumaDumaDum. 

Meyer and I are flat on our stomachs high on a granite knoll, squinting 
through telescopes at the bright green woods and buff fields a mile away. 

Rum! Dum! Dum! Dum! Rum! DumaDumaDum! 

"There they are." Meyer's spotted 'em. "Off on the right." A column of 
infantry in perfect order is advancing at us. They're all in white except for 
dark blue lapels and black tricorn hats. At their head snaps the gold lilies 
of Bourbon on a white satin field. The late May sun glints off bayonets. 

"Frog infantry," growls Meyer. 

"Bataillon La Reine," I offer. 

"I can see that. Great! We come 500 miles just to be pinned down by a 
buncha guys wearin' gaiters!" 

"Hush up! They're not about to swim the Richelieu River to get at us. Hold 
a moment..." The column reaches the far bank and files off to the right along 
a dirt track. In a little while they'll be at the bridge carrying the only road 
into Fort Sacdulac. Meyer is grumbling under his breath. 

"Cheer up. Champ," I chirp. "They know we're 'round. Ya didn't think 
they'd leave the front door unwatched, did ya?" My scope moves left, roving over 
the star-shaped fort nestled on a low rocky bluff, rough water swirling 'round 
its base, battlements bristling with cannon, and tourists shooting the disappear- 
ing Queen of France batallion with camcorders. Farther upstream, the ruins of 
the N.Y.O. and W. Railroad bridge are studied... a solitary fisherman casts about 
the rusted iron abutments. 

"Three weeks earlier, and no tourists," Meyer mutters. 

"And no leaves to conceal us when we're there. Champ." The bridge has lost 
its rails and half the ties. "Champ! Remember Vic Morrow in Combat? When in 
doubt--flank 'em!" Meyer zeroes in on the bridge. 

"No! No! No! No! No! Ya gotta be nuts! The next heavy dew's gonna wash 
that wreck away, 'sides, can't be more 'n 500 yards from the fort--we'll look 
like the Easter Parade..." 

"Well, let's try a little Ruse de Guerre." We back off our observation post 
and scramble down to the car. Too much sunlight has been lost already. Rucksacks 
are quickly repacked and shouldered. Swiftly we move though open woods to the 
railroad cut. Still concealed, we open our packs and take out--hats festooned 
with fishing lures, vests full o' flys, and telescoping rods. A moment later, 
we're gingerly hopping from tie to tie, the Richelieu rushing under us, in per- 
fect piscatorial innocence. . .We ' re across. No sign from the fort. Out of sight 
again, we now face a short, steep climb over loose shale to the battlefield back 
of Sacdulac. Meyer's ahead. 

"Yipes, Sport! Look where ya put yer hands!" He's pointing to a good-size 
Copperhead sunning and coiled not three feet away. We pussyfoot past three or 
four more and realize we're climbing through a copperhead den. Near the top, 

I spot a handsome juvenile--rich chocolate hourglasses on a buff background and 
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thick as a cigar. Should I?--Be a perfect companion for my pygmy rattler. Slowly 
reaching 'round, I extract extra tube socks from my sack. Waving one to entertain 
the little devil, right hand swiftly and gently nips 'im behind the head. Into 
the sock, tie it shut, and into the sack, still nice and light. A fine prize. 
Meyer' 11 have none of it. 

"What a waste of time 'n' effit. Gimme a lizard evertime." Hmmm. Meyer's 
crouching in some bushes, gearing up. He's puffing on the stub of a fancy clay 
pipe we dug from an 18th Century privy a week ago. I sniff the air and am not 
so sure he cleaned it first. Metal detectors are reassembled, fishing duds and 
gear packed away in favor of camoflage overalls and shirts. Rucksacks are hidden 
in the bush. Light musette bags full o' gear and grub are slung over shoulders. 

We move out. The ground ahead is thickly studded with hardwoods and broken by 
gullies and jumbles of boulders. We've circled about a mile in back of the fort 
and have to get closer. Toiling ahead, banter at a minimum, we've worked up a 
good sweat when Meyer points to a small cleft in the rock we're climbing over. 

There sits a bit of rusted iron, a fragment of exploded mortar shell over 200 
years old! We're on the edge of the battlefield. 

Crouching over photocopies of maps marked "Engagement at Sacdulac, July 15-16, 
1757, Major Sir Percy Earskine, Royal Engineers," we determine our position and 
agree on a rendezvous point three hours hence. In our scout days we learned the 
call of the whippoorwill and still use it to stay in touch in the woods: 

"Whippoorwi 1 1 . "--It ' s me. 

"Whippoorwill, Whippoorwi 1 1 . "--Come here. 

"Whippoorwill, Whippoorwill, Whippoorwill." — Chickee! Intruder! 

Beat the retreat! 

The fact that no self-respecting whippoorwill would be a-wing at midday insures 
us little competition. 

I watch Meyer head out to the position the Royal Welsh Borderers held prior 
to their abortive attack on the Deux Ponts Redoubt, which should be several hun- 
dred yards off on my left. It's hard to imagine this fastness was at battle time 
a cow pasture sloping away from the main bastion and studded with mini-forts, 
but so it was. 

It's time for business. The detector is stoked up, earphones tuned, and 
I start sweeping toward the redoubt. The phones sing a ragged song of mortar 
bits with increasing frequency. Hello! There's a smoother tune. Jimmie, the 
old relic trowel, soon discovers the source--a baby cannon ball, a one-pounder, 
and a happy first find--probably fired from one of the Deux Ponts swivel guns. 
Onward. . .more bits and pieces... a different signal: a musket bal 1 .. .another. . . 

more. I pause. Here's where they had at it tooth and nail. The redoubt 
remains are some hundred yards dead ahead, and look to be covered with brush 
'n' moss, a relic itself of the nine-foot wall of interlaced tree trunks and earth 
that held the Borderers in check. The light English six-pounders were kept out 
of range by the bigger guns of the main fort. Amherst could see the redoubt as 
the key that would unlock the French defenses, sealing the fate of Sacdulac. A 
pair of 18-pounders, sent from Crown Point on rafts, was slipped past the fort 
at night by a hundred Micmac Indians in war canoes--a most daring feat! Man- 
handled to a rocky knoll out of range of Sacdulac, they greeted the morning sun 
and unlucky Deux Ponts with a full salute, quickly blowing out huge chunks of 
wall with solid shot. Soon, columns of Red-coated fusiliers emerged from the 
forest and advanced at the double on the widening gaps. The 400 Deux Ponts defen- 
ders replied manfully but, poor devils, the big guns switched to grape and played 
over them fearfully. Barely a hundred were left standing to surrender to the 
fusiliers. For want of the redoubt, the fort was abandoned that night and the 
French went down the Richelieu and into history. 
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We 'll save the redoubt for 1ater--time to rendezvous. I work my way to the 
big gun emplacement half a mile away. Bong! Something big just rung my ears! 

Go get 'im, Jimmie! He's pryin' loose half a mortar shel 1 . . .snap! Jimmie's in 
two pieces. The stub of the handle all too clearly tells the tale... Old Man Metal 
Fatigue. Jimmie just got tuckered and now gets tucked into the hole his last 
find vacated. No time to mourn the dead... On! I find several buttons left by 
the Borderers, easy prey for the giant screwdriver now pressed into use. Here's 
some grapeshot--grapes ! I'm hungry as a bear! 

"Whi ppoorwi 11?" 

"Whippoorwill, whippoorwil 1 . "--It ' s Meyer, already up on the rocks where 
the great guns thundered. 

"How'd ya do. Sport?" 

"Lost Jimmie." 

"Jimmie? Jimmie's gone?" 

"Bought it. Champ. Mortar shell took 'im off at the neck. It was quick." 

"Gallant little digger." 

"Yep. Let's dig into some o' them Johnny cakes ya got packed away." Smear- 
ed with wild honey from our Tilly Foster bee gum, a dozen cakes disappear in 
short order. We can talk and relax up here far from the fort and examine the 
finds. Meyer has done well, indeed. --A six-pound cannon ball... pair of George II 
farthings, old head--will look better after a bath. A mess of grape shot and 
musket balls make my efforts look paltry in comparison--however , the game is still 
afoot. . . 

After lunch pipes grow cold, weary bodies roll erect for one last go. Meyer 
works his way towards the redoubt. I head there directly. The half mile is covered 
amidst a chorus of warblers. Mounting the mossy parapet, it's impossible to ima- 
gine that carnage took place here. The acre or so inside has squirrels chattering 
from oaks, growing over several hundred men who came a long way to die here. Their 
repose is not for us to disturb. As a fact, I could go for a nap myself. In- 
stead, I work my way 'round the outside base of the parapet, hearing from so many 
musket balls I stop caring. 

Another baby cannon ball sound, 'bout six inches down. Lots of roots--nothing 
else. At ten inches, the screwdriver hits hard clay, but no prize. I run the 
detector over the hole and, if anything, the signal is stronger--but I'm not, 
and I've about had it... What the hell; I widen the hole with my hands, chipping 
away... 16 inches: in spite of switching off, my wrists are zapped. Time to set 

a spell. Meyer has an entrenching tool... 

"Whippoorwill, whippoorwill." No reply. For something to do, I try a few 
more... nope. I'm down on elbows over the black hole, chip, chip, chipping. I 
can't see a thing. A little widening. . .it's too big. I've wasted most of an 
hour on a junk piece of mortar shell? "Whippoorwill, whippoorwil 1 ! "--Where is 
that Bozo? I look around and find a stout stick and a rock, and risk the sound 
of one hard pound. It knocks the metal loose. My arms are in past the elbows... 
it turns, it rolls a bit... it's the size of a Goliath grapefruit. It's an 
eighteen-pound cannon ball! Holy Crackers!! But how'm I gonna get it out? I 
can't even hold the screwdriver. .. "Whippoorwil 1 , whippoorwill!" 

"Whippoorwill ."--It's the Champ! Reinforcements! Bushes part. Meyer looks 
bemused at his buddy stretched out on the parapet. 

"Youze look like a Borderer all stretched out like dat. What's a story?" 

I wave a limp wrist at the hole. "So dat it! Ya toined Gay Blade on me, eh? 
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So dat's why ya always playin' hooky when I call ya cause Phoebe wants sumpin' 
extra ..." 

"Ya cretin," I croak. "Inna hole! Inna hole." I'm bobbin' my head pointin' 
with my nose. Meyer peers in. 

"What's down dare, China?" He thrusts in an arm and rolls 'er up the side 
of the hole and out. 

"Home Run, Sport! I" 

"Obliged, Champ." Time to settle down and savor the last of the Johnny cakes 
'n' cider. Meyer adds a broken British bayonet to the pile of junk we've dug. 

We pack it all in our musette bags. All except. . .how'm I gonna get the 18-pounder 
a mile and a half back to the packs at the tracks?--Wi th a good deal of diffi- 
culty, it appears. I tie a hunk of rope 'round my waist to hold it in place and 
drop the shot down the bib of my overalls. Meyer's snickering... We grab our 
machines and head for home. It takes only a few hundred yards for me to realize 
this is a mistake--yet I need a hand free for climbin' and scramblin'. By the 
time we're halfway. I'm bent double. Meyer keeps me smilin'. 

"He walks — he talks — he stumbles — he stalks — he's Bob the Human Bobbie Pin!" 

"All I Can do is chant, "Pac Trac, Pac Trac..." We lurch on... the sound 
of tinkling water, a spring--its elixir so cool, and more powerful than Popeye's 
spinach. On! 

"What's 'at yer mumblin' Sport? Pac Trac? Ya wanna get da shot dat was 
hot in the pack at da track?" 

"Oh no? Here come's Meyer's Danny Kaye." 

"Sport? Where was the pellet with the poison? In the chalice from the 
palace? If so, the flagon with the dragon held the brew that was true. This 
left the mug with the slug full o' nectar fit for Hector." He plays me like a 
violin and we're soon both gigglin' 'n' pantin' out nonsense rhymes. Packs! Tracks! 
We set a spell. Shadows are growin' long. 

"'most three miles back the way we came," sighs Meyer. "Plus the vipers 
'n' bridge." 

"If it's still there. However, past the fort 'n' out its road is less'n 
a mile..." 

"Yeah! A mile to the hoosegow! We're gonna run out o' luck. Sport." We're 
gettin' our fishin' duds back on. The packs weigh half a ton apiece. 

"Champ, it's either that or your favorite bridge." Fifteen minutes later, 
we're crunchin' gravel on the fort's perimeter road. It appears they're havin' 
some kind o' fandango inside--lots of fifein' and drummin' goin' on. We sidle 
past the parking lot. Battlements loom ahead, dark against the setting sun. Suddenly 
the drums quit and accompanied by only a single muted flute, a clear soprano intones, 
"I am the Rose of Sharon..." The Richelieu gurgles past. Even the crickets are 

hushed, "...and the Lily of the Valley." We can believe it. Given the setting, 

she could be the woodbird from Siegfried . We're transported in more ways than 
one, and are soon at and over the fort's bridge. 

High spirits are the order of the evening as we swing onto a dirt road for 
the short hike to Meyer's Lim-o-zeen.

I amble over to Lim-o-zeen 'n' quietly stow my pack, 
then lift Meyer's off his back and putter 'round till they're finished. 

"You'uns look dis depadee up next time yer in these parts 'n' we'll set the 
woods t' ringin'." Exit Smitthers. 

Meyer curls up as I head us out. Soon we're on the highway headin' south. 
"Can't remember a day like this 'un. Sport." 

"You know it, Champ--still has some to go yet." The surprise I'm savin' 
has me grinnin'. Meyer's not that sleepy. 

"Say--We just missed the Ironville exit! What's da story?" 

"While packin' up yesterday, I got a ring from Phoebe. She's mindin' her 
cousin Claire's house over to Wadhams. All alone 'n' such and wants us over t'night 
for suppa 'n' such." 

"That temptress! 'n' I bet she told ya in detail what she's a-fixin'." 

"Bullseye, Champ." 

"Ay... The clever little vixen. Knowin' our mouths be waterin' over her hot 
rolls 'n' ham hocks. Mmmm. Buttered turniptops. Did she say anythin' 'bout 
sweet tater pie?" 

"A powerful lot. Champ." 

"Mmmmmmm. " 

"Howzat Champ?" 

"ZZZZZzzzzz." 


BRAZIL 80 REIS OVERSTRUCK ON U. S. CENT 
Pete Smith 

The Numismatist , beginning in July, 1919, carried a series of articles by 
F. G. Duffield entitled "A Trial List of Countermarked Modern Coins of the World." 
The May, 1921 issue listed coins of the United States countermarked for use in 
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foreign countries, including overstrikes. The article included this reference: 
1253 Brazil, 80 Reis, — , struck over a U. S. Copper cent. 

No further description, photo, or estimate of mintage was given. Earlier this 
year. Coin World carried a series of articles by David Thompson on a similar topi 
The second article, which appeared in the March 7 issue, listed U. S. coins and 
tokens used as planchets for foreign mints. The Duffield article was mentioned 
for a Brazil 80 Reis over a copper cent. 



The photos reproduced here show a well-worn Brazil 80 Reis overstruck on 
a Large Cent. The face of Liberty clearly shows on the obverse. Traces of the 
wreath can be seen on the reverse although not as clearly. The date of the cent 
has been obliterated. 

A normal 80 Reis had a diameter of about 40 mm. This coin is only 28.5 mm. 
diameter. The area of the dies that is beyond the' edge of the planchet includes 
the entire legend, date, and mint mark. This design type was struck from 1823 
to 1831, and was issued in different weights from different mints. The Rio de 
Janeiro standard was 28.69 grams. Other mints used 19.13 gram or 14.34 gram plan 
chets. A standard U. S. cent should weigh 10.89 grams. 

I first saw this coin more than two years ago. I have looked for previous 
references but have not found any other than those indicated above. I also have 
mentioned this to a couple of Large Cent experts who were unaware of this coin. 

I believe it is quite rare. 

If this were an official issue of Brazil, there should be greater documenta- 
tion and larger quantities issued. It would also appear that copper could be 
obtained from local sources more easily and cheaply than using imported cents 
for planchets. The size and weight differences also make this a serious mis- 
match. Thus, although both Duffield and Thompson treat this coin as an official 
issue, I don't agree with this opinion. I believe it is no more legitimate than 
a U. S. 5 cent piece overstruck on a washer. I suspect that someone at the mint 
placed the cent carefully in the center of the dies and ran a sample or two on 
a whim. Perhaps other EAC members have additional information or opinions to 
offer.

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ROGER S. COHEN, JR: MY REMEMBRANCE

It was a sad day when I learned of the death of Roger S. Cohen, Jr. Mike 
Packard had called and given me the news of his passing away of leukemia on 
May 26, 1990. That kindled memories of the past good times. It has taken me 
awhile to "take pen in hand." 

I had known Roger for approximately 18 years. He always impressed me as 
a very friendly, outgoing person who was willing to share any knowledge he had. 

I am aware of his other collecting interests, including Civil War items and his- 
tory, as well as his collection of large cents. Roger (in EAC) was primarily 
known for his half cent endeavors, and many are not aware that he owned a size- 
able collection of large cents. 

My interest in collecting half cents started before the publication of the 
first edition of Roger's book in December, 1971. I used Gilbert as my guide prior 
to that but found Gilbert a very difficult book. I made a few mistakes with attri- 
bution and therefore owned coins I did not want. It was sometime in very early 
1972 that I bought Roger's first edition. It opened up a whole new world. The 
book was logical, not verbose, and included keys for attribution. The one fault 
I had with the book was that it included photographs of some low grade coins. 

This made attribution by photo difficult. But on the whole it was an excellent 
first effort. It must have been a "labor of love," since I suspect he made no 
profit from the book. Roger just wanted to share the information he had obtained 
over the years with other collectors. I wrote Roger soon after the purchase of 
his book. His first letter to me is dated 5/10/72. In that letter, he mentions 
corresponding with P. Scott Rubin of Trenton, NJ about an 1800 half cent struck 
over a large cent. Roger was always sharing items like that. He told me to care- 
fully examine all 1800 half cents for evidence of similar overstriking. That 
he was never selfish about sharing information is the one quality above all others 
that I will remember about Roger. 

We continued to write back and forth quite frequently during the 1970' s. 

In each case my specific question (in some cases a rather elementary one) was 
answered in detail and with patience. I even asked for a listing of his collec- 
tion. That list is dated 12/73. In his letter dated 12/26/73 he says, "I'm en- 
closing a listing of my collection at this time. As you can see, I have very 
few of the condition census coins. You will also be able to pick out the sub- 
variety of 1794 that I need. It happens to be a new variety." That was the 1794 
C4b found by W. K. Raymond in October, 1973. Prior to that, Roger had had a com- 
plete set. 

We finally made arrangements to get together in the Washington area in mid- 
November, 1976. I brought my half cent collection with me of course, along with 
an extra copy of his first edition for him to autograph. I remember the visit 
taking place in a small house (He also had a very small baby - his first child 
had just been born). He went through my entire collection (which probably num- 
bered 50 varieties or so - mostly low grade) and commented on virtually every 
example. He gave me clues on attribution, unique characteristics about the 
variety, rarity, and condition census (as he knew it in 1976). He then brought 
out his own collection. WOW, what a sight! I had never seen so many varieties 
and condition census examples before. His sense of sharing and enthusiasm was 
amazing. He proceeded to review his collection the same way he had mine. My mind 
was swimming. After that was done, I asked if he had any duplicates he wanted 
to sell. He proceeded to bring out a large array of coins. The real mind bog- 
gier was the 13 1805 C3's. Can you believe it? He mentioned that at one time 
he had had more. I purchased a nice clean, smooth, chocolate brown Good-5 to 
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add to my collection. After some more discussion, it was time to leave. I could 
not believe how late it was. On the way home, I reviewed the events of the day 
in my mind. My drive back to NJ passed very quickly (4 hours). I was impressed 
with Roger's knowledge and willingness to share it with another collector. 

After that meeting, we continued to correspond and meet at EAC functions, 
coin shows, half cent whist matches, and visits to each others' homes. At all 
times I considered Roger my mentor. There was rarely a letter or a personal 
meeting from which I did not learn something new. He continued to share informa- 
tion and, once in a while, gave me leads on the purchase of a new variety or an 
upgrade for my collection. Roger was a truly unselfish and down-to-earth guy. 

I particularly remember a meeting we (Gene Braig, Frank Wilkinson, I, and 
one or two others) had with Roger at the March, 1976 EAC convention in New York 
City. He kept us collectors spellbound for many hours. That meeting helped 
maintain my interest in half cents, which has continued to this day. Also in- 
cluded in the memories are the whist matches that Roger attended as a referee. 
They included my match with Bob Schonwalter at the 1983 EAC convention in New 
York City, the two matches with Carvin Goodridge in 1983 and 1984, and the 1983 
match with Jules Reiver. Those were great times. 

In the last few years of his life, Roger contemplated and discussed the 
need for an advanced, updated version of his 1982 second edition. In fact, 
there was an EAC meeting at which Roger spoke about the contemplated new book. 
Frank Wilkinson has been photographing most of the better and rarer half cent 
examples for inclusion in this new book. I hope someone will bring it to publi- 
cation. How about it, Frank and Mike? 

I regret that Roger is no longer with us. He was a trusted friend, and all 
the unwritten knowledge of half cents in his mind is now gone. Roger will none- 
theless leave his impact on the world of half cent collecting. We miss him.

NEW DISCOVERY OF 1798 S-144 CENT

NEITHER RAIN, NOR SNOW, NOR... 
A "Lost" S-13

At the April, 1989 EAC annual convention in Kentucky, I met Ms. Phyllis 
Thompson, an EAC member-dealer, and subsequently purchased four large cents from 
her. Having worked at assembling a date set of large cents for some forty years.

I asked Phyllis if she had a 1793 wreath cent, since that would be the lowest 
priced of the Chain-Wreath-Liberty Cap cents. The only 1793 she had was a Liberty 
Cap which I immediately figured would be untouchable. The coin was a very nice 
chocolate color, appearing to be a full Good on the obverse with all lettering 
and date clear, and an About Good reverse with no memorable dings, cuts, or 
scratches. However, there was a plug under the cap, the diameter of which was 
about equal to the height of the numerals in the date. I didn't even notice the 
plug until Phyllis pointed it out to me, as it was "expertly" done. Many times 
the term "expertly plugged" appears in coin ads. Presumably, the term applies 
if you don't notice the plug, it is barely noticeable, or is in a location where 
the coin is not otherwise damaged. My experience with plugs is very limited. 
Anyway, the term seemed to apply to the coin at hand. 

My first reaction was that it was a nice looking coin but that it would not 
be affordable. Phyllis said she was asking $500 for the coin. My second re- 
action was that it was a nice looking coin but that it would not be affordable. 

I thanked Phyllis and walked on, but I kept thinking about that coin. Here was 
a REALLY rare coin for a reasonable price. Perhaps, I could sell my dogs for 
some quick cash... No, that's no good. One has very few teeth and looks like a 
Gremlin, and the other one can't remember anything. Besides, there are some 
things in life you just can't do: sell your dogs that are part of the family, 

and buy something you can't afford. 

In the May, 1989, issue of Penny-Wise , Phyllis ran an ad which included the 
Liberty Cap cent for ^50. A mental picture of that coin had stayed with me. 

I kept thinking about it and decided to call Phyllis to see if she would sell 
me the coin on a time payment basis. She agreed and the first payment went off 
pronto in the U.S. Mail. Finally, the last payment was made and the anticipation 
built while waiting for the coin. One week, two... six weeks went by and no coin. 

I began to worry that something had happened to Phyllis, called her, and asked 
if she was o.k. She asked me if I received her letter. I hadn't, and was then 
informed that the coin was lost. "Why me. Lord?" 

The Post Office told Phyllis that they expected to find the coin, but it 
could take about ten weeks. Phyllis offered to return my money but since six 
weeks had already expired and I really wanted the coin, I told Phyllis that I'd 
wait, to keep my money. 

Well, time marches on, no coin was found and in subsequent leeters and phone 
conversations with Phyllis, it became obvious this was no ordinary "lost" item 
case. The Post Office told her that the coin was delivered and signed for, but 
they would not produce evidence of the delivery, or the signature for the receipt 
of the coin. The Post Office further refused to honor Phyllis's claim for re- 
imbursement of the value of the coin even though it was insured . I know Phyllis 
was also thinking "Why me. Lord?" 

Since Phyllis's Post Office said it was delivered and signed for, I visited 
my Post Office and asked if anyone using my name or another name had signed for 
my package. It turned out another thing you don't do is question the efficacy 
and trustworthiness of the U.S. Mail. They were extremely adamant in stating 
that the package never arrived. . .and that I should go somewhere and find out 
what's wrong with me. Since that uneventful meeting, my "Resident," "Occupant," 
and other assorted junk mail has greatly increased. 

After about six months, the Post Office finally paid Phyllis, so now if the 
coin is ever located, it should be the property of the Federal Government. The 
"lost" coin was a very frustrating experience for both Phyllis and me, but she 
was also involved with an unreasonable, unyielding federal agency. Could this 
be a "Covergate?" It's enough to grow wrinkles in your forehead. 
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Incidentally, tny coins purchased from EAC members have always been graded 
properly; however, this has not been the case with most other dealers. As my 
own ability to grade according to EAC standards has improved. I've found that 
my non-EAC cents fall short from a half to one full grade. Generally, the pro- 
blem areas (if any) have not reduced the grade like EAC grading requires. 

With 1,400 plus members, the missing coin may show up. It can be identi- 
fied as follows: 

1793 S-13 R4 AG3 Plugged, nice planchet, good color, good obverse - 
clear liberty and date without a glass, plug blends in - is below cap 
- about size of one number in date. Reverse - partial wreath, frac- 
tion, stems, part of United shows, weak, no one cent. 

The above description is as given to me over the phone by Phyllis Thomp- 
son in answer to her Penny-Wi se ad, and is very accurate. 

What's that Motto? Neither Rain, nor Snow, nor...! 

Keep the presses rolling. . .Good Night, and Happy Collecting.

MICHAEL SCHMIDT writes. 

Regarding other members' comments along the lines of "I don't have a lot 
of high grade or condition census coins," or "these surveys are only for 
the big boys or the wealthy collectors," I want to make several points. 

I've never been made to feel unwelcome, nor am I wealthy, nor is my collec- 
tion high grade. With a before-tax income in the $10, 000-range, most of 
my collection has had to come from the so-called junk boxes. But I reached 
the 150 variety level in only 3i years and my attribution skills have bene- 
fitted from the practice. I could have reached it sooner but I concentrate 
on the Draped Bust design, so I didn't seek out other early date varieties. 

I currently have 148 Draped Busts and 22 other early dates. My collection 
has an average grade of G-4. If my collection is good enough for "The 
Score," isn't yours? 

Also, I like Ray Rouse's idea for the coining by screw press of tokens at 
coin shows, and I've liked it for some time. I have been wanting to do some- 
thing like that myself for several years. My problem has been that I don't 
know the design specifications for the screw itself, and I cannot make the 
dies. But I suspect that information about the early presses could be ob- 
tained by someone in our membership. When I was at the Philadelphia Mint 
in 1976, they had a screw press on display. If it is still there, the needed 
information could be gotten from it. I know that dies could be made by an 
outside firm but I would hope that better reproductions could be made than 
what is normally seen. For the design, I propose we copy a distinctive 
variety but replace ONE CENT with EAC and a blank area where, if the collec- 
tor wanted, Mike Packard could punch in either the date of striking or their 
membership number. The major problem I see with the plan, other than trans- 
porting the equipment, is the requirement for a very solid floor under the 
press and the noise of the press crashing down on the blank. I think it 
would be a very noisy procedure and quite disturbing to people trying to 
carry on business on the floor.

DON GROVES writes. 

Writers to Penny-Wise continue to bash collecting large cents. Laments run 
the gamut. "$500.00 is okay; $1,000.00 is too much"; "Where are all the 
uncs for $100.00?" etc., etc. What's wrong with you fellows? Stop the cry- 
ing. Put away the towels. Shift gears! 

The large cents are not the only coppers. While you've been nodding away, 
half-cents have passed you by, too. So what? There's plenty more out there 
for you. Consider early merchants' tokens (prior to the Civil War): same 
size and fabric as large cents... much more romance and mystery. . .fertile 
fields for any worthwhile student. Die varieties galore. Plenty yet undis- 
covered. Lots of room for the picker. You will be way ahead of others sure 
to fol low. . .This is not just a pitch for merchants' tokens. There are poli- 
ticals, Civil War tokens, and my gosh, colonials. Now there's a field where 
VF is often CC. 
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My point is, those "all is lost" letters are for the losers. You want to 
be a winner, open your eyes. There is a great big world out there, ripe 
for the winners to find a good investment and great gain. Check it out. 

A few of the smart guys are there already. They can't buy it all. There 
is plenty of room for you. 

Another field: Are you aware of the interrelationship of early Canada and 

the United States? Pre-confederation coinage and tokens of Canada (prior 
to 1846) are interrelated with U.S. Colonials and U.S. early token coinage. 
The French and Indian wars raged from Canada through New England and New 
York. Tremendous amounts of coinage from that period are both U.S. and 
Franco American colonial coinages. 

Investigate and be rewarded. There is no reason to collect and not wisely 
invest at the same time. Learn what quality is in each field and go for it. 
Circumvent the "hot" stuff. Don't go for the big kill. Buy clean, appeal- 
ing material. Good color. Good surface. Eye appeal. Gem material when 
reasonable. What's reasonable? "Fits your pocketbook" is a good answer. 
Don't buy cheap ! Skip the corroded junk. Cheap is cheap and always will 
be. Stay away. 

In the late 60's Richard Picker offered me 40 XF NJ cents for $45.00 each. 

I passed. You know what they are worth today? Would you believe between 
three and five thousand dollars each!? I don't say there are the same gains 
waiting for you. But remember when Dick asked me to take those pieces he 
said I could expect a ten per cent return per year. That was a good invest- 
ment then and is a good number to shoot for today. Go for ten per cent. 

If it turns out to be ten thousand per cent, all the better. 

If I had bought those 40 NJ cents from Dick Picker and had them today, I 
wouldn't be a seller. Have they reached their peak? Will they be winners 
tomorrow? These questions can only be answered by tomorrow. I'll tell you 
what I think. They can only get better. In the same geometric proportion? 
Probably not. The point is, you can't worry about that. If you keep switch 
ing from this to that, you are bound to foul up. John Ford once gave me 
some good advice: "Pick a series you can't find in the guide book or gray 
sheet. Let the investor find you ten years from now." Treat numismatics 
with good common sense and it will treat you well, too. Don't listen to 
the hyperbole of the hucksters. Just go about your business and do your 
thing, one day at a time. Forget the bad mouthers and bad mouthing. Good 
Luck!

These have 
ranged from a basal state Connecticut to a condition census Rarity-6 example 
originally unattributed. The response has been very heartening, and seems 
to be continuing. 

Apparently, there are many EAC'ers who have a few state coppers in their 
collections for one reason or another. These collectors are somewhat out 
of the "main stream" of colonial-era coppers collecting, and their coins 
would have gone unnoticed and unrecorded if it had not been for the exposure 
my letter received in Penny-Wi se . Accordingly, I very much appreciate your 
publishing my letter, and thank you, and all EAC'ers who responded, for 
their support of my modest project.

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RAY ROUSE writes, 

I'd like to offer a status report on the 'Old Time Date Collection' survey. 

One result was immediately obvious. A California collector supplied the ” 
first returned survey eight days before I got my copy of Penny-Wise. Con- 
gratulations to Jerry! But overall, I have been disappointed in the number 
of responses received to date. However, it is encouraging that several of 
those reporting indicated that their collections are not reported elsewhere. 

This is essentially a "bean count" survey. The idea is to find out how many 
collectors are working on date sets or date/major variety sets. Also, I 
would like to know how many EAC members our hobby can support based on the 
amount of material out there (i.e. how many 1793, 1799, 1804, or 1823 large 
cents are there?). I am not so much concerned with Condition Census data 
as I am with numbers. I included the condition and variety data primarily 
because need to keep records of your collection for insurance/theft pro- 
tection. If you don't want to include it, don't. But I would appreciate 
your input and replies will be kept confidential. 

Certainly the comments received to date hit home with me. So I have decided 
to send a compiled report on this survey to Penny-Wise for the November issue. 
This means all surveys received by me through 20 October will be included. 
After that, the text must go in to meet publication deadlines. So if you 
want your collection included or you wish to make comments, get them to me 
by 20 October. (See the July Penny-Wi se for the survey sheet).

Both the book and the case holding 
the photographs will fit in a specially made cloth covered slip case. The "ephemera" from the book will also be 
included-copies of the brochures and advertisements I have issued prior to publication of the book. 

The binding will be done by Greg Campbell at Campbell Logan Bindery, Minneapolis, one of the outstanding 
book binders in the country. They have many special editions to their credit. 


The price of the special edition is $500, a conservative price in the special edition market. You may reserve a 
particular letter. Well over half of the special edition has already been sold. The volumes already spoken for 
are going to some well known specialists: Anderson, Bourne, Champa, Kolbe, Lowe, Schwer, Xenos... 



An interleaved edition of the regular book is also available. I will have copies made to order. Because of the 
size of the reference, this edition will be in two volumes with a light brown cloth binding. There is a 
substantial amount of hand work involved with this edition and they will be individually custom bound. If 
you have a preference for doth color, that can probably be arranged for the same cost of $325.
